GEORGE L BRINKERHOFF . 


He Disappears While Going from Chicago 
to Springfield. 

Sprinerretp, III., July 29.—[Special.}— 
The strange disappearance of George M. 
Brinkerhoff, a leading broker and a promi- 
nent citizen of this city, has caused the keen- 
est anxiety. 

Mr. Brinkerhoff and his daughter Marion 
had attended the World's Fair and left Chica- 
go at 10:80 p. m. yesterday on the Illinois 
Central for this city. He had been suffering

mained up with her father until they reached 
Gilman and then retired to her berth 
upon her father’s assuring her that he felt 
better. The porter says he saw Mr. Brinker- 
hoff pacing up and down the platform at Gil- 
man and insists that he shined his shoes after- 
wards and replaced them under the berth. 
After that time nothing was seen of Mr. Brink- 
erhoff, it being taken for granted that he 
was in his berth. 

A carriage was in waiting when the train ar- 
rived here, and then it was found Mr. Brink- 
erhoff was missing. Dispatches of in- 
quiry were at once sent along the 
line, but nothing could be learned. 
The Superintendent of the road is 
patroling every inch of the way from this city 
to Gilman, but up to 8 o’clock tonight noth- 
ing has been received by the family concern- 
ing their missing relative. 

All kinds of theories are afloat. It was 
rumored this afternoon that the dead body had 
been found at Clinton, but the story lacks 
confirmation. The most plausible theory and 
the one most favored by the family is that Mr. 
Brinkerhoff was 90 completely prostrated 
with a nervous headache that he wandered 
off the train in a fit of abstraction from 
which he has not recovered. Another 
theory is that he wandered into the chair car 
at the rear of the sleeper and was taken to 
Decatur on that branch of the Central. Ar- 
riving there he possibly became confused, 
boarding another train not coming here. It 
is known he had not more thnn $10 on his 
person and this would not carry him far. 

Mr. Brinkerhoff’s financial interests have 
been a matter of considerable worry to him 
lately and it is supposed this contributed to 
the violence of his headaches and made him 
lose his mental bearing for a time. Within 
recent years he has been. it is said, a heavy 
loser in Chicago real estate and lost a good 
many thousand dollars in a Kansas cattle 
deal. The idea that he has deliberately done 
himself violence is generally discredited. 

[At the offices of the Illinois Central nothing 
was known of the disappearance of Mr. Brinker- 
hoff. Several sleeping-car tickets were sold for 
Springfield Friday night and no trace could be 
kept of any individual passenger. No inquiries 
in regard to Mr. Brinkerhoff had been made. the 
Central officers said.]

He is 
confident that the men have not left the city, 
that they will be arrested.

The most startling theory in connection 
with the robbery is that the thieves were 
police officers. Numerous complaints from 
the Stock-Yards district show that there are 
men on the force who would not 
hesitate to commit such a crime, and the 
police star shown to Mrs. Ammon subétan- 
tiates the thedry tosome extent. But to the 
old and trusted officers on the force there are 
more pointed indications that rascally police 
officers committed the crime. The story told 
by the men is not one which an ordinary thief 
would be liable to concoct, but is one 
familiar in the every-day life of a policeman. 
Scarcely a day passes but some petty thief 
places stolen property in the hands of his 
mistress—often a girl employed in some such 
capacity as is Mrs. Ammon’s servant. To 
locate the woman with whom the thief has 
associated and to look to ber for 
the plunder is an every-day experience 
of the detective, and such a story is, 
the police think, the first that would enter the 
mind of a dishonest member of the foree. It 
is only a theory, but it is so strong that repu- 
table members of the force last evening ad- 
mitted that they had little doubt that the rob. 
cot were at least ex-policemen.

Take Out Frightened Women. 

The hotel porters assisted the panic- 
stricken crowd to the stairways. Many of the 
women were scantily attired, and a number 
of them. fled down-stairs with their hair di- 
sheveled, carrying what dresses they could 
clasp in their arms. Within fifteen minutes 
after the cry of fire was first heard all the 
women were in the baggage-room, where hud- 
died together they talked of the fire in their 
native tongue. 

The fire started from some unknown cause 
on the third floor of No. 79 Jackson street. 
When the Fire Department arrived flames 
were issuing from the windows. A second 
alarm was wassent in and adozen engines 
were at the scene within a few minutes. The 
fire was under control 
twenty minutes after it

Action Attributed to Pique, 


By several of the artists at the Art Build- 
ing Kahler’s act is attributed to pique. He 
seems to have felt that his work was not ap- 

reciated. He valued the picture at $20,000. 

hrough the office of the German Art Gom- 
mission at the Art Building he was offered 
only last week, first $10,000 and then $12,500. 
This, however, he thought insufficient. Lest 
he should be tempted. however, to dispose of 
the picture at a smaller sum than he ¢éon- 
sidered it worth he slashed it. This theory 
is borne out by the letter written to Van, 
Baerle. 

Another explanation that finds some up- 
porters among the people who are acquainted 
with Kahler’s vagaries is that the alleged pur- 
chasers were trumped up by tne artist and 
that the cutting of the picture was coupled 
with the story of the sums offered for it for 
the sole purpose of gaining notoriety and call- 
ing attention to his other pictures.

STATEMENT OF DENVER MEN. 


Arguments for Free Coinage Launched at 
the Congressmen. 

Denver, Colo., July 29.—A committee of 
the Chamber of Commerce and Board of 
Trade appointed to prepare a memorial to 
Congress in favor of the increase of the cir- 
culating medium of the country by the free 
coinage of the silver produced from the mines 
of the United States and to demand a paying 
out of the money hoarded in the vaults of the 
Treasury, through their Chairman, ex-Gov. 
John Evans, has made its report. It is ad- 

ressed to the members of the Senate and 
House of Representatives and calls attention 
to the facts that the amount of legal tender 
currency in the country is altogether inade- 
quate to the transaction of its business; that 
owing to this a t injustice been 
wrought by increasing the a — of money and 
relatively diminishing the value f property, 
wheat, cotton, and silver. 

This condition of the currency, it says, has 
depreciated values and finally destroyed 
confidence, and has brought ruin on the 
length and breadth of our country, closing 
business generally, mines, banks, and manu- 
factories, fram the Atlantic to the Pacific, and 
from the lakes to the gulf; that the repeal of 
the so-called Sherman silver law would fur- 
ther contract currency, should therefore 
not be done without providing an adequate 
substitute; that such a condition of things 
can only be remedied by the government re- 
storing the amount of legal tender circulating 
medium to the amount required, making it to 
be honest money in fact, and continues:

It Is Said Lord Dufferin Presented to 
France an Ultimatum.

Non, July 29.—[Copyright, 1893, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.)—France today assented to England’s 
demand that the blockade of Siam should in 
no way interfere with English commerce. It 
cannot be said whether or not the reasons for 
this sharp retreat on the part of France 
will be made public or not, but the fact is 
beyond doubt. Itis understood Lord Dufferin 
immediately upon his return to Paris entered 
into negotiations with the French Government 
to learn 2 what it intended doing in 
Siam. It is said he did not realize what the 
French Government meant when it announced 
the blockade. He had been led to believe it 
would be of the sort known in international 
la w as a pacific blockade, that is one in which 
there would be no interference with the mer- 
chant vessels of neutral powers, but only with 
the merchant vessels of blockaded country. 
This rr he conveyed to the Foreign 
Office of the British Government, and so it 
got into the English newspapers. 

The result was much wondering and amuse- 
ment at France for thinking such a blockade

It 
is said France denied at first England’s right 
to interfere, and maintained that it had power 
in international law to isolate Siam, no

As- 
surance to England is practically assurance 
to Germany and to all other neutral powers 
that have any commerce whatever with Siam. 
France cannot discriminate in favor of En- 
gland, even if it tries to keep its agreement 
with England secret, because the secret is out 
already, even if it would not come out when 
Englis merchant vessels entered the 
Menam River unmolested while other vessels 
were seized. Therefore the blockade of Siam 
is practically no blockade at all and France is 
put in a most ridiculous position. It is no 
concern to Siam if all the warships in the 
French navy cruise about its coasts so long as 
merchant ships can come and go. There is 
no more suggestion of war in such a blockade, 
so far as Siam with a merchant fleet of one 
vessel is concerned, than there is in the pres- 
ence of a Russian squadron in the North River 
for friendly display. 

England has raised the blockade of Siam 
and France will have to withdraw its assur- 
ance to —.— or make the foreign policy 
of Quai D’Orsay, as at present inhabited, a 
byword throughout rance.

Today, while temporarily in- 
sane, she escaped the observation of her nurse 
and leaped from one of the windows of ber 
room. She was almost instantly killed. In 
addition to being a chaplain in ordinary 
Canon Prothero is a deputy clerk of the 
Queen’s closet.

With a handicap of sixty yards Banker was 
looked upon as Sanger’s strongest opponent for 
the race.

Prince Vadhana 8 Informs M. Develle= 
Negotiations Not Over with England.

Siam has accepted the ultimatum of France. 
Prince Vadhana, Siam’s Minister in Paris, 
called early this morning on M, De- 
velle, the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, and informed him that, in view of the 
warlike measures taken by France, Siam ac- 
cepted without reserve or restriction the ulti- 
matum of July 18 in all its terms—the recti-

Mekong as the limit, the payment of indem- 
nity, the immediate payment of 3,000,000 
francs, and the punishment of those guilty of 
attacks upon persons or property belonging 
to France. 

M. Develle at once informed Premier Du- 
puy of this decision, anda council of Minis- 
ters was summoned, but as only five members 
of the Cabinet were in town no formal meet- 
ing could be held. The five exchanged views, 
and M. Develle then went to Marly le Roi to 
inform President Carnot of Siam’s submis- 
sion. 

Shortly after Prince Vadhana’s visit to the 
Foreign Minister this morning Lord Dufferin 
called on M. Develle. Neither the British 
Embassy nor the French Foreign Ministry 
has up to this hour given any hint as 
to the subject of the interview. it 
is therefore not yet known whether Siam’s 
submission closes the incident or not. The 
territory north of the eighteenth parallel of 
latitude on the left bank of the Mekong, 
which Siam reserved in its last reply, was 
ceded to Siam by British Burmah on condi- 
tion that it should never cede it to another 
power.

Bzrurm, July 29.—It is generally held here 
that the tariff war that has been started be- 
tween Russia and Germany is more likely to 
cause damage to the former country than the 
latter. It seems that Russia in applying its 
maximum tariff on German products was 
mainly influenced by the unfavorable early 


| reports regarding the harvest prospects in 


Germany. These reports, it is said, led Rus- 
sia to believe that Germany, desiring Russian 
grain, etc., would not retaliate for the imposi- 
tion by Russia of the highest tariff on import- 
ed German products. In this belief, how- 
ever, it was disappointed, as the prompt ac- 
tion of the Federal Council in raising 
the German tariff on Russian products 
50 per cent shows that Germany is 
not so dependent upon Russian ceréals 
as the latter country appears to think. If the 
early crop reports had turned out to be cor- 
rect the situation might have been different. 
Russia's belief was justifiable in the month of 
May, but the considerations then taken into 
account by Russia do not hold how. The con- 
dition of the crops, especially wheat and rye, 
has greatly improved. It is therefore argued 
that Germany can bide its time until Russia 
recognizes that: whatever injury is done by 
the war falls mainly upon itself. In connec- 
tion with this subject it is worthy of note that 
Germany’s source of grain supply is no long- 
er confined to Russia. The returns for 1892 
and the early part of 1893 show a great de- 
crease in the quantity of grain imported into 
Germany from Russia. The chief regret ag to 
the situation is expressed in financial circles. 


Had Decided on Prompt Action. 

A remarkable change occurred within the 
last few days in the tone of the German press 
and public conversation in regard to the 
Franco-Siamese ,Ambroglio, Germany began 
to realize that it would be seriously affected 
in the event of a blockade of the Siamese 
coast as, next to England, it controls the 
greater part of the trade with Siam. Communi- 
cations were exchanged with Great Britain, 
and Germany had decided upon the line of 
conduct it would pursue should German yes- 
sels be interfered with by French warships in 
Siamese waters. The newspapers dis- 
covered that something more was 
to be said than was contained in 
the diatribes published in the Tageblatt, and 
the Cologne Gazette and the Kreéuz-Zeitung 
took the lead in outspoken opposition to 
France, General satisfaction was expressed 
today whenit became known that France 
would, in view of Siam’s submission, with- 
draw the notification of a blockade.

Germany's New Lawmakers, 

An analysis of the new Reichstag reveals 
that only four Hebrews hold seats. These 
are Herren Singer, Wurm, Stadthagen, and 
Schoenlank, all of whom are Socialists. 
Rather more than a quarter of the members 
are of noble birth. There is a preponderance 
of land owners and farmers, their number 
reaching 145, but there are no fewer than 110 
lawyers in the new House. Among the mem- 
bers of the other professional divisions noted 
is a master chimney-sweep. 

Home for Aged Protestant Teachers. 

Arthur Kube of Berlin, who died a short 
time ago, bequeathed his entire fortune, 
amounting to between 4,000,000 and 6,000, 
000 marks, to the city. This money, accord- 
ing to the terms of the bequest, is to be used 
to found a retreat for aged Protestant teach- 
ers of both sexes whose pensions are not suffi- 
cient to enable them to live in the manner to 
which they were accustomed during their 
teaching days.

Few Americans in Germany. 

At present Berlin has few foreign visitors. 
Americans, especially, have come to Germany 
in smaller numbers this year than for many 
years past. The travelers this year 
almost all belong to the middle 
classes, who do not spend much money. 
Asa result the first-class hotels are empty 
while the second and third-clase hostelries are 
overcrowded, At Munich the three principal 
hotels, which used to be patronized exclusively 
by the English and Americans, are almost 
empty. Frankfort, Marienbad, and Carlsbad 
also deplore the absence of English and Amer- 
ican visitors, and attribute the falling away to 
the Exhibition at Chicago. There has been a 
tremendous influx of tourists, however, in 
Switzerland. Two thousand arrived in Lu- 
cerne within the last three days. They, too, 
belong to the middle class. The rich are 
mournfully missed. 


EMPEROR WILLIAM AT ISLE OF WIGHT

Hamburg’s awful lesson and Hamburg’s 
admirable way of protiting by it set an ex- 
ample to the rest of Europe.

Its cities, many of 
them ill-smelling and careless as to water 
pollution, have become decent. Its Russian 
frontier has been better guarded 
against the scourge of disease than it 
is against an invasion by the Russian armies. 
As a consequence Germany has been almost 
free from cholera, and has never for a mo- 
ment been in danger of an epidemic. Austria- 
Hungary, with frontiers on Russia and 
Turkey, has been less successful because it is

Chances Favor Escape from Epidemic, 


Altogether the chances are strongly against 
an epidemic in Western Europe, while Ameri- 
ca is in still less danger. But the coming 
month will - decide. The epidemic 
is yet raging. at Mecca, and the 
roads that lead from it in all 
direction, are strewn with the unburied 
bodies of the slain by the cholera. August is 
the hottest month and the month of the great- 
est merriment among the peoples of the East 
Mediterranean district, As long as the water 
supply of so many European cities and towns 
is dangerous the opportunities for propagat- 
ing the cholera bacilli will not be lacking. 

This year Europe has shown what even 
crude attempts at sanitary precaution can do. 
Next year it will go a step further and wipe 
out the great generating beds of cholera 
germs. Indeed, had it not been for political 
complications this would have been done this 
year. Great as are the services of 
those who have discovered the imme 
diate cause of cholera, equally great are 
the services of those who have traced cholera 
epidemics to their lair. Within the last two 
months the mystery his been cleared up and 
it has been definitely ascertained that Mecca 
is the center from which cholera radiates, and 
that the Holy Well of Zemzem is the nucleus, 
as it were. In this well all the pilgrims wash 
themselves, believing in the efficacy of its 
sacred waters. The Consul at Yeddo writes: 

This well is not a spring. Its water is supplied 
by filtration by rainwater passing through the 
overlying mass of foul matter. Another cause 
of the pollution of the well is the thousands of 
pilgrims, diseased and unsound, who daily wash 
beside it, the water they use naturally finding its 
way back into the well. 

Mecca has a permanent population of 
40,000, to which is added during the pilgrim- 
age 150,000 pilgrims, residents for periods 
varying from a week to three months. 
Water from this holy well was an- 
alyzed recently. It contained more animal 
matter than the average London sewer 
water. It showed traces of previous pollu- 
tion equal to six times that of average London 
sewage. None but Mahommedans are al- 
lowed to enter Mecca, so no proper descrip- 
tion of the horror of this summer there has 
been printed. One Mahommedan authority 
says that a camping-place of pilgrims return- 
ing from Mecca is like a battlefield where the 
dead are not yet buried. 

The Origin of All Infection, 

This year and last year the resulting 
epidemic was cholera, but in other years it 
has been other diseases. Some years it is 
smallpox, again yellow fever. A pilgrimage 
always breeds something and at the breaking 
up scatters it to the four corners of the earth. 
Year after year the Holy Well of Zemzem is 
the’ instrument of infection. Until Zemzem 
is purified Europe and America must fight 
yearly with unceasing vigilance,

Such generosity as 
this on the part of the “ Bureau of Publicity 
and Promotion” is es to say the 
least. 

In the course of his remarkahle history of 
the pass question Mr. Page sets forth the 
greedy part played by the so-called National 
Editorial Association, which met in San Fran- 
cisco last year. An invitation was’ sent to it 
by Maj. Handy, Chief of the B. of P. and P., 
suggésting that if the next annual meeting 
were held in Chicage the courtesies of the Fair 
would be extended to its members. The in- 
vitation was accepted promptly. ‘The Seere- 
tary arranged for free transportation on the 
railroads and free accommodations on the 
sleepers, going and coming. He then ar- 
ranged with Maj. Handy for admissions, and 
25,000 tickets were supplied, of which 15,- 
000 were used. The reader must not infer 
that there were 25.000, or 15,000, or 
1,500 editors of papers here in convention. 
Mr. Page says the National Editorial 
Association is composed of 12,000 bona fide 
editors and owners of papers located in every 
State and Territory.“ Mr. Page knows this 
is not so. He knows well enough that there 
are more advertising agents and hangers-on 
in this association than there are editors, and 
that not one of the former could say anything 
editorially for the Fair, if he would, on ac- 
count of the pass given him. These 15,000 
passes went largely to the camp-followers, 
their wives, sisters, cousins, and aunts, It 
was a clear case of subsidy, and of subsidy 
that did not pay. It was worse than this; it 
was a ease of sandbagging the Fair. It was 
tantamount to the demand, Nothing shall 
be said unless we are paid, we and our fami- 
lies. In the case of a majority of the pass- 
holders nothing was said because they had 
no authority to say it. In the case of the 
rest nothing was said that was of special ad- 
vantage, as the outcome demonstrates, But 
they got the 20,000 passes all the same 


motion. There was plenty of publicity about 
the operation, but where the promotion comes 
in it is difficult to see. Certainly it was of no 
advantage to the Fair. 

Mr. Page’s explanation of the part played 
in the pass business by the Illinois Press As- 
sociation is not complimentary to that organ- 
ization. When that association met in 1892 
a committee was appointed to call upon the 
Fair officials and see what arrangements they 
were prepared to make in consideration of 
the booming of the Fair by the asssocia- 
tion. It was not generous enough, public. 
spirited enough, or patriotic enough to 
help a Fair held in the chief city of 
its own State without knewing how much 
boodle there was in it. The committee met 
the officials of the Fair and it was arranged 
that each member should have a season ticket 
for himself and three more for members of his 
family! Mr. Page naively says: It was de- 
cided that the compensation asked was indeed 
small, as it was well known that the average 
throughout the State would not be $5 to an 
editor, etc. Mr. Page knows better than 
this. He knows, or ought to know, that each 
member was receiving four season tickets 
worth $50 each. Andthis is not all. The 
Illinois editors had four rooms fitted up for 
them in the Illinois Building. They had an 
Illinois Press day, and 1,500 of them came 
here without expense. Secretary Page him-

At least half the police force at the 
Pair ought to be mustered out and taken off the 
pay rolls. The expense of operating the Fair 
ought not to be over $800,000 per month at 
the very outside. The directors must face the 
music, The alternative isa plain though a 
disagreeable one. In three months with rigid 
economy the bonds may be paid off, but if the 
present wasteful, extravagant policy be con- 
tinued the. gate money received and what 
ought to be received will be squandered on 
parasites and lost on deadheads. It is a ques- 
tion therefore of bonded debts paid or money 
thrown away when Noy. 1 comes. Great re- 
trenchment can be practiced without crip- 
pling the management of the Fair.

WHAT “OLD ABE” WOULD zar 70 THE 
SILVERITES. 

It appears from an evening paper that a 
man by the name of Harvey, a side part- 
ner of Senator Stewart, who has made some 
money in Utah, has conie to Chicago to en- 
gage in educational work and stamp on 
the plastic minds of Chicagoans the great 
moral and financial truths of which Utah is 
the fruitful parent. This Mr. Harvey, who is 
going to preach the Utah silver grab gospel 
here, says in his interview: 

1 look for some man like old Abe Lincoln to 
turnup orbethe resultof the new conditions 
now forming. The country is now staggering 
along like a man depleted of half his blood, and 
will continue to do so until silver is added to our 
metallic money as it existed prior to 1873. 


It is most desirable that there should turn 
up at the monometallic convention to be held 
here this week some man who could speak to 
that gathering with that clearness and force 
with which old Abe was accustoaied to 
address the citizens of Illinois and of the 
United States. Were he to talk to the free 
silverites he would talk to them in terser 
language than Tar Tripune can command, 

With a broad smile on his open counte. 
nance he would probably begin by reminding 
the silverite crowd that previous to 1878 this 
country never had any standard silver dollars 
in circulation—nor any legal tender hard 
money except gold—because silver dollars, 
being overwpighted 3 per cent, refused to cir- 
culate, and that in practice this country had 
always been on a gold standard and not on a 
silver one, and that silver dollars first began 
to circulate in 1879. and since thengthey 
were very plentiful. With these prefatory 
remarks he would proceed: 

“You say that the country is ‘ staggering 
along’ and will continue to do so until silver 
is added to the metallic money and that the 
country is ‘depleted now of half its blood.’ 
Twa years ago there was less silver in use in 
the United States than now, but there was 
more gold. There has been depletion, but it 
is of the yellow metal. Two years ago we 
had about five hundred millions of gold. It 
has disappeared from circulation. There is a 
scant hundred millions in the Treasury. The 
rest has been shipped abroad or hidden, ex- 
cept what the banks hold. The depletion has 
been on a large and alarming scale. 

The supply of silver has been increasing. 
There is now over five hundred millions in 
dollars and bars. In 1878 there was none, 
There has been no depletion of silver | since 
then. On thecontrarya repletion. As thissilver 
will not circulate in its metallic form, except 
about $1 per capita, the govertiment has is- 
sued for the convenience of the people paper 
representatives of it. If silver were worth in 
purchasing power what it used to be the hold. 
er of one of those paper dollars would feel 
safe when he looked in the National Treasury 
and saw the vast mass of silver dollars there 
ready for him. But as silver has falien about 
a half throughout the world, and as the value 
of the coined silver and bullion in the Treas. 
ury has gone down a half likewise, the hold. 
ers of the 800 million paper dollars no longer 
look on that silver as furnishing them euffi- 
cient security. They look beyond it at the 
Treasury gold as theultimateredemption. As 
that fund dwindles they get nervous, 

“Owing to that expectation of gold re. 
demption the five hundred millions of silver 
in the Treasury represented by paper curren- 
cy has done just as much work as five hun- 
dred millions of gold would, But people see 
that if the government were to call in its cer- 
tificates, pay them off in standard silver dol- 
lars, refuse to issue any more certificates, and 
say that silver must take care of itself and no 
longer be propped up by gold redemption, 
then that silver would immediately fall to its 
commercial value, and the five hundred mill- 
ions ‘of existing silver would shrink to two 
hundred and fifty millions of gold money 
value, and there would be a marked deple- 
tion of life blood,’ There would be no gold 
in circulation and the silver would drop one- 
half from its face value to its bullion or com- 
mercial value. Then the currency would be 

‘depleted’ indeed, and the man, instead of 
* staggering along,’, would fall down for lack 
of strength.

It is comparatively easy to calculate that Aa 
ball allowed to fall down such a hole would 
arrive at the center a little more than 21 
minutes from the time of starting. More 
precisely stated, the time would be 1,267.3 
seconds if the hole contained no atmospheric 
or other particles to retard the movement. 
But, having arrived there, the ball would con- 
tinue to move, because of the velocity already 
acquired, and arrive at the other end of the 
hole in 1,267.8 seconds after passing the cen- 
ter. On reaching the surface it would fall 
back and reach the original starting point in 
84½ minutes after Idaving it, If the hole 
were a perfect vacuum the ball would 
continue swinging forever back and 
forth, with a gigantic movement sim 
ilar to that of a pendulum, each 
swing of nearly 8,000 miles being performed 
in the same time, about 42 minutes, But 


the air contained in the monster bore would 


act as a brake on the ball, and for that reason 
each successive swing would be shorter than 
the one next preceding it, the consequence 
being that after a very great num ber of swings 
the ball would come to a state of rest at the 
center instead of repeating the N to all 
eternity ina vacuum. 

The principle of the movement may be 
understood by reference to an ordinary 
pendulum, which swings. because of the tend- 
ency of the ball or bob“ to fall towards 
the earth. At the middle point in its path 
the attractive force is perpendicular to the 
line of movement, and therefore does 
not pull the pendulum bob onward. But the 
momentum acquired in descending :through 
the first half of its path carries it up the second 
half, or, rather, would do so if the motion 
were not retarded by air particles encountered 
in the passage and by friction at the points of 
support. This retardation is compensated for 
by the action of the springs or weights that 
keep the clock in motion. 

It may interest some readers to be in- 
formed that the very same mathematical 
equations which apply to the movement of a 
clock pendulum, and would apply to the 
movement of a ball through the earth were it 
possible to realize the conditions stated, apply 
to the movement of comets and planets around 
the sun, of satellites around their primary 
planets, and appear also toapply equally to the 
movements of the material entities called 
atoms or molecules which compose the gases 
that are familiar to residentson this earth, In 
other words, the modern reading of Kepler's 
third law that the product of the mass into the 
equare of the time, divided by the cube of the 
mean distance, is a constant quantity seems 
to hold good throughout the visible universe, 
alike in the movement of masses and of mole- 
cules, But, as in the cases of the pendulum 
and the supposed ball moving through the 
earth, the resultimg movement may be de- 
fined as not simply due to the application of 
one momentary force, but as being the 
sum of all preceding movements caused 
by momentary impulses of force.

When the bill for the establishment of the 
legislative union between Great Britain and 
Ireland a century ago was being debated in

The scenes in the old Irish Parliament to pre- 
vent the passage of the union act have a 
parallel in the British Commons now, when it 
is proposed to restore their Parliament to the 
Irish, The Unionists of today are the pro- 
voking party. Since the committee stage on 
the bill began in May until it ended Thurs. 
day there have been numerous scenes, 
The young Tory bloods say sharp 
things about the Irish members, and 
the Irish foolishly resent them, The mean 
remarks are for the purpose of provoking the 
hot-headed Home-Rulers to make scenes and 
thus prolong the debate and disgust the British 
public.

BANKS WHICH HAVE CLOSED. 

Controller Eckels reports that only 105 
national banks have gone into the hands of 
the Controller of the Currency since the close 
of last year. That is about one in thirty- 
seven, the number now domg business being 
3,752. Only alittle more than one-third of 
those which closed have gone into the hands 
of receivers. Fourteen have resumed busi- 
ness, and an equal number will resume under 
favorable conditions between this and the 
close of August. Colorado with 15, Kansas 
6, Montana 8, Nebraska 5, Texas 6, and 
Washington 10 make up 50; or nearly half 
the number of banks that suspended were 
located in the six States named. 

It is noted .that no national banks have 
failed in Boston, Brooklyn, Philadelphia, 
Pittsburg, Baltimore, Washington, Buffalo, 
Cincinnati, St. Louis, New Orleans, San 
Francisco, Minneapolis, St. Paul, and num- 
bers of other commercial centers, while only 
one closed in New York, two at Chicago, and 
one at Milwaukee. Nine of the banks which 


recently failed were robbed by their own of- | 


ficials, who are now under arrest; most of 
the other failures were caused by mismanage- 
ment; and local scares caused some to sus- 
pend, but they are resuming business. The 
majority of those which failed recently are 
absolutely solvent, and only closed through 
an unwarranted lack of confidence in them. 

The facts of the report speak well for the 
national banking system and the results of its 
operation, especially when it is remembered 
that most of the suspensions reported occurred 
in the short time of greatest financial pres- 
sure. But the figures are far from telling the 
whole story of trouble. Most of the banks 
that failed were not national but State con- 
cerns, and some of them large ones, like the 
Milwaukee Fire and Marine.” Perhaps 
200 or even 250 State banks have gone 
under in the storm by reason of distrust on 
the part of depositors. And in winding up 
their affairs many if not most of them are 
found to have been honeycombed with rotten- 
ness, like the Meadowcroft and Schaffner con- 
cerns. 

The conditions developed thus far in the 
crisis through which the country is passing do 
not testify highly in favor of the State bank- 
ing systems which the Democratic platform 
declared should be freed from the tax of 10 
per cent on circulating notes in order that 
they might furnish currency to the people of 
the United States. Had that class of institu- 
tions been allowed to issue bank bills very 
many of those which have failed would have 
failed to holders of the bills as well as to de- 
positors, with the result of leaving in the 
hands of the people wildcat notes to a large 
amount, as was the case not infre- 
quently before that kind of stuff was 
swept out of existence by the 10 per cent tax, 
No one needs to inquire if a bank note held 
by him was issued by one of the national 
banks that have failed within the last seven 
months, for there is at Washington full 
security for their redemption, at least to the 
extent to which the United States will redeem 
its own promises to pay. So the people have 
great cause for thankfulness that one of the 
pledges in the Democratic platform has not 
been *“* honored ”’ by the party making it. 


WHEAT AND SILVER. 

Wheat took an additional tumble yesterday.’ 
The price for the regular grade fell off an- 
other 1}¢ cents to below 57 for spot delivery. 
There is reason to believe the present weak- 
ness of the cereal is not more due to the fact 
of big local stocks on the forward edge of an- 
other harvest than it is to the circumstance 
of some 12,000,000 bushels of what is now 
in store in this city being wheat that was 
cleaned or otherwise raised from inferior 
grades, The belief that a corner was con- 
templated set the cleaners to work, and dur- 
ing several months they were busy in turning 
into good No. 2” large quantities of wheat 
that was bought on the sample market because 
ti inspectors had refused to grade it higher 
than No. 3. Whetheror not that grain be 
equal to the standard for No. 2 may be an 
open question, but there is no room to doubt 
that it has been looked at with suspicious eyes 
on more than one occasion, not on account of 
condition, but as possibly being below the av- 
erage of quality for that grade. It is proba- 
ble the price would not have declined so far 
as it did last week but for the presences of 
large quantities of that cleaned wheat in the 
bins of Chicago elevators. 

So we have in that condition a partial par- 
allel to the financial heaviness. The latter is 
due to the effort to hold silver above its real 
value, as determined by the cost of produc- 
tion. And the end was sought to 
be accomplished by the piling up of huge 
stocks of the metal for which there was no 
real demand and no present use. In both 
cases there is being experienced the reaction 
that is pretty sure to follow an attempt to 
make itappear that an article is worth far 
more than its actual value. The marking up 
process, which theoretically elevates without 
redlly adding to value, is a dangerous one. It 
results in an unhealthy accumulation which 


has to be got rid of subsequently by conces-

Philadelphia Ledger: It is no more a part of 
the government’s business to buy silver that it 
dogs not want, at a price fixed for it by the own- 
ers of the metal, than it is to buy horses that it 
does not want, at the stock-raiser’s figures. The 
endeavor to make the government do these neod- 


less and impossible things has brought us into 


our present troubles, The government is a com- 
mittee of reputable citizens deputed by the peo- 
ple at large to perform certain well-defined du- 
ties, and this committee is intrusted with certain 
moneys, contributed by the people through taxa- 
tion, wherewith to discharge its duties; but spec- 
ulation in silver is not a governmental duty, just 
as speculating in cotton is not, and for precisely 
the same reasons. 

It we wish to be regarded as an honest people 
and have the world trust us and deal with us we 
cannot have two “standard” dollars of diverse 
and constantly varying values any more than we 
can have two national yard-sticks or two official 
bushel measures. We must either retire from 
business or we must have some regard for the 
Ten Commandments and the multiplication table. 
The word dollar must have some definite 
meaning, and the same meaning every day and 
every time it is used throughout the whole 
country and throughout the whole world, or 
honest trade will soon leave us alone, just as 
it would leave any other set of tricksters and 
* confidence operators. The world is very small 
now for all trade transactions, enormous as these 

are, and quotations and transfers 
go round the globe in the tick of the clock.

RELICS OF FRENCH EXPLORERS. 


Their Discovery on the South Side the 
Foundation of an Advertisement,

What is now Chicago and vicinity 
is not certainly known to have been visited by 
a white man until 1678, when Pere Mar- 
quette and Joliet came across from the IIli- 
nois River to the mouth of the Chicago River 
on their return to,Green Bay from one of their 
trips of exploration. These relics, it is 
thought, may date from this portage of these 
discoverers. It is known that. articles 
of this sort were carried in 1634 and subse- 
quently by M. Nicollet, who antedated Mar- 

uette and Jolfet, he receiving from the In- 

1ans the title of Thunder Bearer,’ by rea- 
son of the explosive sound of his while 
his tinder box was termed by them The Fire 
Br r. It is doubtful, er, whether 
Nicollet reached as southern a point as the 
Chicago River. It is possible that these relics 
belonged to La Salle or his followers, who 
visited the vicinity repeatedly from 1679 to 
1700, Chicago at that time containing one 
house, and considered a northern outpost of 
his central fortress, the Rock St. Louis, on 
the Illinois River, near Ottawa, and known

MARVELS 1 IN BRONZE. 


BEAUTIFUL STATUES THE RESULT 
OF ARTISTIO WORKMANSHIP. 


| Secrets of the French style in Reproduc- 
ing from Models=Bronzes on Exhibi- 
tion in the Manufactures Building Fit- 
ting Exemplars ‘of an Ancient Art- 
How the Metals Are Combined to Make 
the Handsome Color—Artisans Who 
Are Themselves Winners of Prizes. 


The knowledge of the use of bronze in the 
arts is of greatest antiquity. 


which marks the dawn of civilization has been 
given the name of the Age of Bronze, and the 
invention of the metal was the turning point 
between barbarism and enlightenment. Later 
on the politica) development of nations was 
due to the metallurgic skill of their people. 
Wealth came from the exportation of metal 
manufactures and military power from the 
possession of superior weapons. 

Objects of art and luxury of bronze were 
found in the oldest Caldean tomba and the 
Egyptians made statues of their gods and 
small portrait statues of bronze as an abiding 
place for their souls in case their bodies 
should be destroyed. Later hey found other 
uses for statues, in honoring their ancestors. 

Greeks and Romans inherited this custom 
and the Romans brought the use of bronze to 
the perfection seen in the statues of emperors 
and such remains as one may see in the col- 
lection of reproductions of Pompeian anr 
tiquities shown in the Italian section of the fine 
arts exhibition at the World’s Fair. In the 
exhibits from many countries both in the fine 
arts and manufactures departments there are 
splendid displays of bronze statuary. 

Italy, Russia, and Japan have made most 
creditable exhibits at the World’s Fair, but 
that made by French foundersin the Manu- 
factures Building is unquestionably first 
in importance’ and artistic merit. 
It might be supposed that the beauty of a 

iece of bronze statuary depends entirely a 

talent of the artist who makes the orig 
model in clay or wax, but much depends upon 
the knowledge and skill of the founder in pre- 
pane Oe mold, mixing the alloy, in order 
that metal may have the proper qualities

If the metal were to be poured into the 

mold, completely filling it, certain portions 
being thicker than others, the result would be 
that the casting would be cracked or imper- 
fect from unequal cooling. To avoid this it 
is necessary to prepare a core which is placed 
in the center of the mold in order that the 
casting shall be hollow and of nearly equal 
thickness. 

How the Core Is Made. 


The core is made by making a form of sand 
in the mold and carefully removing a portion 
of its outer surface which shall be equivalent 
to the desired thickness of the bronze. 
sides of the mold are prepared with holes to 
permit the pouring in of the 8 mor 
and the escape of gas. They are aoe pees 
around the core and the metal is pou in as 
quickly as possible in erder that it may reach 
and fill every part of the unoccupied space in 
the moid before commencing to cool.

It won't lessen the interest to have a type of 
the progenitors on the side where the weight 
of evidence lies, Keltoum is a pure Khabyle. 
The characteristics of the race for centuries 
are found in her. Her daily task is weaving

Khabyles personal adornment carries the 
women safely past the period when physical 
attractions fail. Keltoum is tatoed liberally 
and is therefore, in her own estimation and 
that of her people, safe from the ravages of 
time. The artist has sketched her just as she 
appears. She is worth looking at because it 
is not the purpose of the present article to 
deal with the European types which may be 
found at the Fair. Keltoum must answer for 
them allas they might have appeared a few 
thousand years back. 

Over in the building devoted to anthropology 
there are representations of almost every type 
of the natives of the American continent, but 
many of them are representations only, and 
the folks who go there to study man and his 
works find it pretty abstruse. However, Prof. 
Putpam has given them some chance of see- 
ing thé living types. Many of the visitors 
spend an hour before the reproduction of the 
village of Skidegate, in British Co- 
lumbia, which the canny Scot, James Deans, 
has arranged. After they have studied the 
queer-looking huts with their heraldic columns, 
topped off almost invariably by the raven, 
they go away wondering where the“ heathen ”’ 
of the Northwest coast learned so much about 
wood carving. It is a pleasing surprise when 
they cross over to the South Pond and find 
some of those huts no longer in miniature, but 
big enough to contain a score or more of sav- 
ages, with the big heraldic columas stuck 
‘right up in front. There are half a dozen 
tribes represented, but the visitors simply are 
told that these are the Quackuhls, the Indians 
of the Northwest coast: who spread along the 
coast from Southern Alaska to Central Van- 
couver. 

Shows Evidences of the Dance, 

The cannibal dance of the Quackuhls has 
heretofore been described. There had been 
one the evening before Tus Trisunz artist 
strayed into huts. George Hunt, who 
brought the Quackuhls down from the coast, 
bore numerous evidences on his person of the 
reality of the frenzy into which the Indians 
work themselves during that dance.

secluded, but very pretty in its plainness and 
neatness. The tea room of the above-men- 
tioned Prince was called by an appellation 
which comprised the meaning: If wise men 
live here there will be no ignominy.” Over 
one entrance was an inscription in which it 
was called a room for facing the past.

Josef Israels, the leader, t h one of the 
oldest in years, is a man who will always be 
oung in spirit. He is plain and simple in 
his tastes and has a heart as full of emotion 
and tenderness as a child’s, suffering when he 
sees other — suffer and trying to impress 
the whole world with hisc teristic por- 
trayals of human suffering iP order that 
others may be moved to lessen it. This 
kind-hearted, home-loving old man might 
never have won the reputation he now 
enjoys or have received the prices he does for 
his work were it not for his wife, who has a 
keen eye to business, and knowing that in 
spite of the increasing value of his work her 
husband would never ask more than a ridicu- 
lously low price for it, barely sufficient for 
their livelihood, persuaded Josef to give all 
his paintings to her. The result is that when 
an amateur or dealer wishes to purchase one 
of his works he is referred to the wife and in- 
variably, even though the picture may be still 
untinished, it is the very one of all Josef’s 
works which she had wished to keep for her- 
self, but if the would-be purchaser wants i 
very badly she would consent to let it go.’ 
That is to say, provided a good price is paid 
for it. Now, however, it is impossible to buy 
anything from either the artist or bis thrifty 
wife, as he has orders which it would take 
many years to fulfill, 

Bosboom had reached the age of 70 when 
he died two years ago. In former: years he

Jacob Maris is about 50 years of age, 
modest and unpretentious, but a thorough 
artist.

Anton Mauve, for whose work there is an 
admiration which amounts almost to a fad, 
in this country, was born at Zaandam in 1838. 
He was a pupil of P. F. van Os. At the Cen- 
tennial Exhibition in Philadelphia he won a 
medal on his pieture, Hauling the Fishing 
Boat.“ Artists in this country became in- 
terested in his work and this interest was soon 
communicated to the picture buyer and col- 
lectors. With some he seemed to fill, in a 
way, the place of Millet, whose works were 
growing in price and difficult to find in the 
market. His painting possesses some of the 
qualities of sentiment, breadth, and pictorial

H. W. Mesdag, the banker-artist of The 
Hague; was chosen to act as Government 
Commissioner of Fine Arts on account of 
his very high standing among his brother 
artists, both ag u man and as a painter. He 
owns the finest collection in Holland of 
pictures.of the Barbizon school, which any 
one is welcome to visit and enjoy, if provided 
with some sort of an introduction and a love 
and appreciation of art. 

If one has the good fortune to possess these 
credentials itis probable that after the vis- 
itor has admired the collection he will be in- 
vited into the studio, where the great master 
is usually at work on three or four canvases 
at the same time, turn from one to an- 
other as he feels impelled, yet able all the 


while to keep up an interesting conversation. 


If the visitor isan intimate friend or pre- 
sented by one he will surely be asked to stay 
to luncheon or to dinner and will probably 
ineet the artist’s charming and talented wife, 
Mrs. wy hee Houten, who is well repre- 
sented in this exhibition. Throughout the 
whole house the visitor will meet with artia- 
uities and bric-&-brac, arranged with art and 
taste.

Since the death of Anton Mauve, F. P. Ter 
Meulen is considered the greatest sheep 
painter in Holland.

Anne Catharine Emmerich to give her 
full name was born near the Village of Dul- 
men, in Westphalia, Sept. 8, 1774. She 
died in 1824. Her parents were.of the poor- 
est kind of peasantry. The child from her 
earliest years showed a remarkable precocity 
in the matters of religion, having an under- 
standing of church festivals. etc., and prac- 
ticing prayer and self- renunelation to excess. 
Almost from infancy she lived in lonely 
pastures watching cattle—a fact which is 
significant in connection with events of her 
later life. She always preserved an intimate 
sympathy with birds and animals. Seeing 
few human beings and having a gentle dispo- 
sition it is natural that she should become a 
playfellow of the denigens of the field and air, 
and retain throughout her life a wonderful 
influence over them. In the long * which 
she was to spend as an invalid b were des- 
tined to be her devoted companions. 

From her birth she was sickly, and her 
whole life was one torture which medical 
science apparently could not relieve. In her 
later years she was bedridden. She grew up 
in utter 1 except in those matters of 
religion of which she seemed to have an intui- 
tive knowledge. Her one during 
childhood was to enter a convent, 
but in this she was discouraged 4 her parents 
and by the religious houses which distrusted 
her.

She 
was repeatedly examined by prominent Ger- 
man physicians, but no satisfactory hy 
sis of her case was ever adwanced. No 
physical h is, says her biographer, 
the Rev. E. R. Sehmager, “ couid account 
for a wound remaining open for a number of 
years without the necessary accompaniments 
of inflammation and suppuration and without 
the form of a cicatrix.’

In common with other strange features of 
this woman’s career was her relation to 
Clement Brentano, who became her amanu- 
ensis and literary executor. This man was 
a well-known writer in Germany at 
the beginning of the century. He 
was a liberal in religion—what would 
be called today an indifferentist—and his 
poems and romances had given him a recog- 
nized standing. He sought out Catharine 
Emmerich (she, indeed, had prophesied that 
aman answering his description would be 
sent — wy to — 2 a revelations), and — 
remained near her for six years, giving up a 
other pursuits to devote — to her oon 
ice. He seems to have become infatuated 
with a spiritual ideal after the fashion of the 
late Lawrence Oliphant, whose case has re- 
cently occupied the attention of the thinking 
Brentano wrote two volumes of 
Catharine Emmerich's revelations or lucubra- 
tions, giving them 2 the modest 
title of ** Meditations on the Dolorous Passion 
of Christ.“ The work was published in France 
in 1835, and it has been translated into En- 
ish. 


The attitude of the Roman Catholic Church 


towards Catharine Emmerich is negative and 
conservative. It has uttered nothing in an 
official sense concerning her, leaving its mem- 
bers to form their own conclusions concern- 
ing her life and her gifts, The majority of 
the writers of that church who have touched 
her case speak of her as a divinely gifted 
woman, thers—a minority—look on her 
merely asa sort of 22 — and take 
exceptions to many of her writings. It seems 
that in her work she attacked prominent ec- 
clesiasties, not spa the reigning Pope, 
Pius VII., whom she threatened with the rig- 
ors of divine wrath. 

There are in the records of the church no 
less than fifty instances of men and women 
who, like Catharine Emmerich, bore on their 
persons the marks of Christ’s passion. Some 
of these, as Catharine of Siena and Francis of 
Assissium, are canonized; others are held 
only in reverent remembrance. It is not 
likely that the Westphalian nun will ever be 
beatified, much less canonized. The Roman 
Catholic Church has evidently said its last 
word concerning her.

Not so modern seience. Animal magnet 
ism, later known as somnambulism and now 
known as hypnotism, contains the promise of 
solving problems like that presented by the 
case of Catharine Emmerich. Apropos of 
this Mrs, Annie Besant, who has been a 
materialist, a thelist, and an atheist, 
said to a reporter who interviewed 
her last December for Tas Tarisune: 
The Catholic Church is built on miracles 
and theosophy furnishes a rational explana- 
tion of its so-called miracles. The Catholics 
do not dread the Protestants, who simply 
deny the truth of these miracles, but when the 
theosophists come along admitting the phe- 
nomena, but attributing them to hypnotism, 
the priesthood gets furious. For example, the 
stigmata which appear in the hands and feet 
of the monks sometimes, and which pass for 
a divinely produced imitation of the wounds 
of Christ, excite the deepest reverence. But 
when we prove incontestably that exactly the 
same phenomena are produced in Paris by 
hypnotism the reverence vanishes, Then the 
Catholics rail at us and say the effects of hyp- 
notism are the work of the devil.“ 

Whether or not hypnotism explains the 
phenomena of the stigmata is an * ques- 
tion and as such one must lea ve it. It ia said 
French investigators in this department of 
pseudo-science are accumulating facts which 
will surprise the world. Until data are

BO AME PEER FOL EDITS —— Ee 
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Even though he does not confess it, he knows 


no more about the unities, whatever they may 


be, than the man in the moon. He knows 
something about construction, and what, he 
knows about it is based oa common sense. 

Some people might think that by a study of 
the unities and the law of construction they 
would be able to write good plays. 
they would and maybe the other To my 
mind, however, it is extremely silly to sup- 
pose that you can get up a set of rules for the 
writing of plays and tell those ambitious of 
shining as playwrights that all they have to 
do is to follow the rules and their names will 
go down to posterity on three-sheet bills and 
in letters of gold. 

To be able to write a good play a man or 
woman must have a dramatic instinct the 
same asthe reporter of a newspaper hasa 
nose for news, This instinct must be culti- 
vated like any other instinct, and with some 
people I believe it to be natural, Occasion- 
ally we read of some novelist having, in what 
proves to be some rash hours, written a play. 
As a writer of entertaining fiction he is a suc- 
cess, and from his play we expect a great 
deal. We find, however, that his work is full 
of nothing but words. The public say it is 
too talky. and the critics add that it is devoid 


of action. This is not hard to understand. 


The art of the novelist is that of elaboration; 
that of the playwright, condensation. In the 
successful play the dialogue is trite and con- 
cise and a great deal is expressed with a little 
show of words. 

It is a waste of time to read all that is 
written nowadays; in fact it would be impos- 
sible for one to attempt to do so. Had one 
the time, however, to read one-quarter of the 
matter turned out from the countless presses 
it would be entirely unnecessary.. What the 
people should aim at, however, is to get at an 
author’s ideas, and if we could always get 
those without any embellishments and wading 
through countless meaningless phrases we 
would be better off. 

Some time ago I read of the death of a 
newspaper man who wrote many of the witty 
paragraphs that appeared on the editorial 


page of a big New York daily. He never 


wrote a paragraph over ten lines in length 
and he generally expressed a world of thought 
in half that number of lines. He frequently 
told others that he did not think he could 
write a half-column story and could not see 
how anybody else could. That man would 
have madea great playwright. He had the 
art of condensation down to a fine point, and 
it came natural with him. He could express 
more facts in a paragraph than most men 
could in half a column. 

The men who edit copy in the big news- 
paper offices should, in my opinion, prove 

ood writers and adapters of dramatic works. 

t is their work often to crowd into a city jot- 
ting of a half dozen lines all the faets one of 
the members of the city staff has spread 
throughout a story three-quarters of a column 
long. Condensation after a time comes easy 
to them, and I have had them tell me that it 
was with an inwami fear they undertook to 
write a story of several thousand words. Con- 
— and clearness are great things in a 
play. ‘oF 

The successful play—that is, the one which 
will last—will always be, to my mind, the one 
containing a story of the heart. I don’t 
believe in pictu life with its immoral feat- 
ures; they obliterated from plays 
as they should pm life. Neither do I believe 
in preaching. hen you want shoes you go 
to the shoemaker for them, and if you 
think a — preachi is necessary for 
your welfare you go to the 
church for it. It is reasonably. certain 
that you will not care to go to the theater to 
be preavhed at for three hours with short in- 
termissions for breath. To be sure, a play 
must teach a moral, but it isnot necessary for 
the principal character to come forward and 
preach it. The moral must be pointed out 
without words, which is not a difficult matter, 
1 thinking people readily see between the 

ines. 

A play should be filled full of character and 
the contrasts should be strongly brought for- 
ward. In every play there should be at least 
one strong, individual character, such as Con 
in the Sbhaugraun,“ Joshua Whitcomb 
in the “The Old Homestead,” Col. 
Moberly in Alabama,’ and Hannibal Rivers 
in The Senator.” hat would the value of 
these plays be if their principal characters 
were to lose their individuality? 

The play which succeeds in touching that 
seat of all our emotions—the human heart—is 
the one which lasts the longest. The world is 
not so bad as it is painted by cynits and oth- 
ers, and there is no one no matterhow sordid 
who has not a spark of sentiment lurking in 
his heart. Plays with immoral themes in 
them should not be ccuntenanced. Alas, 
however, there ate a few thatare, and, luckily, 
a few that are not. é 

Somebody said the other day that the ad- 
venturess was always repulsive on the stage 
unless there was a secondary character to 
claim the sympathies of the people. The ad- 
venturess is repulsive, but she is by no means 
unpopular, principal character in For- 
get-Me-Not' is an adventuress, and what a 
strong and powerful play it proved to be. 
The same may be said of La lle Russe,“ 
and the dramatic work of both is conceded. 
The Countess Zick@ in Diplomacy is an 
adventuress, and that play is not likely to die 
for many a day. 

My advice to the young man’ or young 
woman ambitious of writing for the stage is 
to write plays with a pure heart interest. Be- 
ware of mawkish sentimentality and remem- 
her that consistency while being a jewel is 
worth more than diamonds. Taboo long 
speeches and fill your work full of action.

Nevertheless, the ideal portions of the 
United States would have lost in the conflict 
for the ascendency of their principles, but — 
a certain lea ven in — ania which 
espoused the better sides.

The revolt against ex- 
tremely high protection in that State has 
come from the eastern portion, because Pitts- 
burg and trans-Allegheny Pennsylvania have 
for a good while past carried away the higher 
rew of manufactures.

2 nia is not large it is well represented in 

State, and wherever you find a merchant 
or manufacturer endowing something you 
may suspect that ha had a New England par- 
entage. At the same time Pennsylvania has 
a potent power to disillusionize her New-En- 
glanders. All that element, which is consid- 
erable, settled on the northern waters of the 
Susquehanna, has lost its Connecticut authen- 
ticity and has fallen into the likeness of 
William Penn. Perhaps no State in the 
Union assimilates Englishmen as well as 
Pennsylvania. New England took its name 


from a resemblance between its physical’ 


features and old England, but the mental 
features of England are better produced in 
Pennsylvania. The same envy of competitors 
in trade, the same trading avarice and flexi- 
bility of scruples, if they effect a desired re- 
sult, mark Pénnsylvania as England. 
Pennsylvania, like England, has mueh to 
sell to the outer empires and colonies, and 
through her railroad influence might almost 
be called the monarch of the inland seas. 
What the merchant marine is to England the 
Pennsylvania railroad has been for the last 
forty years to Pennsylvania. It may 
also be said that on general questions the pub- 
lic opinion of Pennsylvania is correct. Long 
ago o the Federalists discerned the fact that 
ennsylvania eae become their bulwark 
‘against slavery in South, With equal 
foresight 1 wrote to Madison, 
after Hamilton had routed him in New York 
and elsewhere, Let us cultivate Pennsyl- 
vania and we need not fear the universe.“ 
The political transformations out of the old 
conditions under Jackson and Polk were 
effected by Pennsylvania. Hence Mr. Blaine, 
a native of Western Pennsylvania and a rep- 
resentative scion of the State, ns his book 
with a compliment to the Democratic party, 
even under the leadership of Calhoun, whose 
fathers went from Pennsylvania, for having 
acquired Texas, New Mexico, and California. 


Political Influence of the State. 


John Quincy Adams says that Polk was 
nominated over Van Buren by the Pennsyl- 
vania interests, which at once took charge of 
his admunistration, led by Robert J. Walker 
and James Buchanan, who controlled the 
Treasury and the State Departments. Al- 
though Buchanan became the only Pennsyl- 
vania President, he was repudiated in no por- 
tion of the Union more than in Pennsylvania. 

The influence of Pennsylvania in our mod- 
ern politics was to throw out both Martin 
Van Buren and Henry Clay and retain Andrew 
Jackson and the British idea of material vic- 
tories in our trade, coloniés, and empire. 
Though Clay@was a protectionist he was not a 
hustler. He belonged to the mS rather 

than the operative element. ennsyl- 
vania interest, proceeding from Western 
Pennsylvania, lo harmonized with the ** 
terial designs of the Southwest—namely: 
open ‘the . 9 of the Ohio to the 
Gulf. To acquire Louisiana and aft- 
erward Texas and California, and to 
pour Pennsylvania manufactures into the re- 
mote West and South. Without having any 
organic combination to effect these ends 
each constituency in the State was animated 
by the same yearning. No State in the Union 
had more British elements recently immi- 
grated from the old countries and animated 
by British pugnacity. The Lancashire and 
Yorkshire spinners abounding in Philadel- 
phia, the Lowland Scotch and North Irish 
wool and metal workers, the Welsh, renowned 
in mines and fo , all joined to make Penn- 
sylvania — elhate. Her polite leaders, 
for a long time—like the Dallases—were of 
direct British antecedents. 

At the same time the conflict of ideas in 
Pennsylvania brought out unexpected leader- 
ships. To maintain the public school system 
by taxation was a fight against the old Ger- 
mans who wanted their sons to grub and not 
to learn. Thus Thaddeus Stevens became 
the hero of the German communities, while 
Franklin was the primary school of the old 
German societies of Eastern Pennsylvania, 
and,as Mr. Wanamaker said to me some 
time ago, he thought Franklin's almanacs 
and aphorisms had gone tothe very bottom 
of the old German nature. 

Though Republican on war questions, rather 
than upon the main idea of.slavery, Pennsyl- 
vania is the most vy Democratic State in 
the Union. Albert llatin, a Swiss, who 
boasted of aristocratic origin, became so im- 
bued with the Pennsylvania feel that when 
he paid a visit to New York State he recorded 
his satisfaction that Pennsylvania had no one 
important family in it, while New York had

“The tendency of New England, through the 
predominant influence of its clergymen, was 
unconsciously toward aristocratic conditions 
until the populace, watered from other 
sources, revolted against the congregations 
in the time of Gov. Eustis and later on until 
finally Boston itself has become the New 
Dublin of the empire. Pennsylvania has a
